Walloon Lake — While many 
lakeport cities in Michigan are 
having their high water problems, 
this inland village now has a high 
bath rate because it once had a 
low water problem. 

The village of Walloon (popu- 
lation 170) might lay claim to 
some kind of state honors if a 
swim could be considered a bath. 
Its little strip of municipal beach 
along highway M-75 daily hosts 
hundreds of bathers who come 
from Boyne City, Petoskey, and 
other nearby communities to swim 
in the warm, soft water that has 
made the lake famous for years. 

But it has only been in recent 
years that the beach has been so 
heavily patronized. In a series of 
eause and effect reactions, the 
Walloon Lake beach story goes 
back to a low-water problem that 
started around the turn of the 
century. 

According to Dan Buckley, vet- 
eran Melrose township supervisor, 
the McManus Electric company 
which once held a franchise to 


supply electricity to the city of 
Petoskey used the lake as a back- 
water reservoir to assure a con- 
stant supply of water to their dam 
on the Bear River at Petoskey. 

“Theyd open the pillway at the 
outlet here; the water would go 
down the Bear River, and some- 
times the lake would be half- 
drained. Buckley said. 


Property owners around the 
lake forced an association to buy 
up several acres of swampland 
near the outlet of the lake to pre- 
vent further hydro-electric de- 
velopments and then litigation 
was started to have lake levels 
stabilized. It -was successfully 
concluded about 1912. 


For years the dank swampland 
bordering the highway stood idle 
and deterred utilization of the 
beach across the highway because 
there was little room for the vil- 
lagers and visitors to picnic and 
enjoy themselves between dips in 
the warm, clear, and unpolluted 
waters. ¢ 


Popular Walloon Beach Once Had 
Its High and Low Water Worries 


“In 1934 we started a move- 
ment to buy up the swampland, 
Buckley said. “It was a difficult 
task. There were so many own- 
ers in the association ‘who had 
died that it took two years to look 
up heirs and clear the title.’ 


With administration ‘“‘pump- 
priming funds, township money, 
and volunteer labor the villagers 
set to work to build a beautiful 
township park that was once ce- 
dar swamp. 


“We spent about $5,000 on it, 
Buckley said, “but today it would 
cost more than $50,000.” Buckley 
recalled that more than 50,000 
yards of fill material was required 
for the park area. 


Today the park is a source of 
civic pride to this unincorporated 
village that once had its “up and 
down” water problems. And be- 
cause the ratio of swimmers to 
population runs heavy, the com- 
munity has a “bath rate” of ap- 
proximately 4 to 1—at least dur- 
ing July and August.

Reapportionment Queries 


Here are questions frequently asked about the reap- 
portionment plan as sponsored.by the Michigan Committee 
For A Balanced Legislature. The answers are from the 
point of view of that committee. 


1. WHAT DOES THE PLAN PROPOSE TO DO? 


a. Senate—It proposes to leave the Senate remain as 
at present with the addition of two sets—one representing 
Oakland County and the other Macomb County. 

b. House of Representatives—It proposes to reappor- 
tion the House on the basis of population. 

c. Continued recognition will be given to county bound- 
ary lines. 

d. The provision (moiety) that permits a county to 
have a full representative if it has over 50% of a population 
unit is. retained. 

d. The provisionwE 

e. It proposes to district Detroit to eliminate the “bed- 
sheet ballot” in a fair fashion. 

f. It increases house membership by up to LO new mem- 
bers. 

2. WHO. IS “BEHIND” THE PLAN? 
. a. Practically every individual citizen of Michigan with 
the exception of the C.LO. and A.F. of L. organizations, the 
Americans for Democratic Action, the NAACP, the Farmers 
Union, the socialists, the communists and their friends. 

b. Probably the greatest outpouring of volunteer pe- 
tition circulators ever to engage in a single cause in Michi- 
gan resulted in the gathering of an overwhelming number 
of signatures—at no cost to the Michigan Committee For A 
Balanced Legislature which had no funds and which was 
not supported by the treasury of a powerful labor. union. 


3. THIS PLAN IS SUPERIOR TO THE C.1L0O. PLAN 
BECAUSE: 


a. It is practical for it provides both fair representation 
and a balanced legislature. 
With the House of Representatives membership based 
on population the urban areas have the direct and most 
powerful voice. 

With the Senate based on population and recogniz- 
ing geographical areas the rural areas and minority groups 
are not disenfranchised. 

‘b. It does not—as does the C.1.0. plan—-place controll- 
ing membership of both House and Senate in the hands of 
8 counties of Michigan. This is an obvious fault of the 
C.1-0. plan because it is well recognized that the C.1.0O.

Addition of aureomycin and vi- 
tamin B-12 to feeds does not over- 
come the ill effects of worms in 
hogs, Ed Rebman, county agricul- 
tural agent, told farmers this 
week, . : 

He said that some hog raisers 
have the mistaken idea that anti- 
biotics and vitamins will let them 
forget their worm worries. 


Rebman cited an experiment 
conducted by the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture to illustrate his 
point. Eight 10-week-old pigs 
were divided into two groups of 
four. Each group contained pigs

Results showed that the worm 
free pigs on the special diet gain- 
ed 161 pounds each, .but those in- 
fested with. worms on . this. diet 
gained 118 and 120 pounds, res- 
spectively. The worm-free pigs 
on the regular diet gained 98.and 
154 pounds each.. Those infested 
with worms on the ‘regular diet 
gained 70 and 84 pounds each.

Grant For Youth.

The Michigan United Conser- 
vation Clubs has received a $900 
grant from the National Wildlife 
Federation to help finance a mo-

Kil Many Deer 


Lansing—Proof of damage done 
Michigan’s deer herd by speeding 
automobiles is provided by a 
three-year study made in a heavy 
deer population area north and 
east of Houghton lake. 

More than 1,000 were killed 
from 1949 to the present time in 
Roscommon, Ogemaw, Crawford, 
Oscoda, Alcona and Iosco coun- 
ties. 

Along one 11l-mile- stretch of 
route 76, between Roscommon 
and Lake St. Helen, 67 deer were 
reported killed during the period. 
Conservation department analysis 
believe this figure represents only 
a portion of the kill, however, as 
many deaths go unreported. 

Another heavy. kill area is on

tween East Tawas and Oscoda. 
One 12-mile stretch reports 72 
killed by autos. 

Heavily-traveled US-27 be- 
tween the southern border of 
Roscommon county and the north 
edge of Higgins lake, a distance of 
24 miles, reports 88 deer deaths.

BIG DECISION COMING 


On August 7th or 8th our Mich- 
igan Conservation Commission is 
going to have to make up its mind 
about the department’s recom- 
mendations on shooting antlerless 
deer in some parts of the state 
during a special season. Right 
now . they’re weighing public 
opinion in the matter—as well as 
their own. And there’s plenty of 
opinion available! 

Trouble has been brewing for 
a long time with Michigan’s deer 
herd—and the trouble has been 
winter starvation on a wide- 
spread basis. Winter before last 
we lost a carefully estimated 
50,000 animals who couldn’t find 
enough to eat in the overbrowsed 
yards where deer concentrate 
when the snows get too deep. 


That means a loss of 50,000 deer 
and all the meat that goes with 
them to hunters—but there’s more 
to it than that. If those 50,000 
deer had been legally killed in 
the fall there would have been _far 
more feed for the rest of the herd 
through the hard winter months. 


Herd in Poor Condition 


Proof that the health of Michi- 
gan deer is on the decline has 
been established by the fact that 
twin births of fawns, which is 
normally expected, is on the de- 
crease. Worse than that, many 
does are nct reproducing at all, 
and these conditions are most no- 
ticeable in the starvation areas. 

Inasmuch as artificial feeding 
of the herd in the dead of winter 
is completely impractical there’s 
only one realistic apprcach to the 
problem, and that’s the one 
recommended by game biologists

Trench Silo Can 
Hold Grass Silage 


About 21 percent of the tillable 
acres in Northern Michigan are in 


pasture, Ed Rebman, county agri- 
cultural agent, said today. Be- 
cause of this high percentage, it is 
important that pasture be given 
serious attention. Native grasses 
supply good pasture early in the 
season; however, by midsummer 
they mature and become dry so 
they are no longer capable of sup- 
plying the needs of producing 
livestock. 


Alfalfa and brome grass, and 
reed canary grass are some of the 
better high producing types of 
psture that will hold up during a 
dry period. A program that has 
become popular is to make grass 
silage out of some of the early, 
plentiful supply of forage for 
midsummer feeding. A trench or 
horizontal type silo may be used. 

To further hold down the cost 
of this job of preserving some of 
the feast for the famine, this si- 
lage can be put into this trench 
without chopping. It is important: 
to have the sides fairly straight 
on the silo and to pack it well by 
driving over it with a tractor. The 
top may be covered with saw dust 
to a depth of about six: inches to 
prevent spoilage. :

Duck Outlook 
Better for 752 


- While production of Michigan 
waterfowl compares favorably 
with the last three yeras and may 
be slightly higher, this fact alone 
is only one barometer of how 
good hunting may be this fall. 

According to conservation de- 
partment information, the major- 
ity of ducks and other waterfowl 
killed in Michigan are produced, in 
west-central Canada. For a vari- 
ety of reasons, Michigan-produced 
waterfowl generally are only a 
small portion of the “total state 
kill. 

That is one reason recommen- 
dations made by Michigan and 
other states to the Fish and Wild- 
life service must be weighed light- 
ly in favor of the Canadian pro- 
duction scene. 

The: Mississippi flyway coun- 
cil, of which Michigan is part, re- 
cently made recommendations 
that urged a liberalized migra- 
tory bird hunting season. The 
Fish and Wildlife service con- 
siders informatin and recommen- 
dations from the fly-way states 
and the National Waterfowl 
Council before setting bag and 
season limitations. 

Production -of waterfowl in 
Michigan this year was shown to 
compare favorably with the last 
three years as a result of depart- 
ment ground and aerial surveys 
of breeding populations, nesting 
conditions, and brood counts.

Vets To Collect 
‘Unemployment 


Federal unemployment compen- 
sation for Korean veterans, simi- 
lar to the servicemen’s readjust- 
ment allowances paid World War 
II veterans, will be paid after 
‘October 14, 1952, Harvard Smart, 
manager of the Petoskey office of 
the Michigan Employment Secur- 
ity Commission announced today. 
The announcement was made in 
response to dozens of daily quer- 
ies at M.E.S.C. branch offices 
throughout the state, Mr. Smart 
said. 

The payments will amount to 
$26.00 a week for not more than 
26 weeks, and are paid by the 
federal government through the 
M.E.S.C.’c claims division. To be 
eligible, a veteran must have ser- 
vice in the armed forces after 
June 26, 1950, and must have been 
discharged under conditions other 
than dishonorable. 


Unemployment 
under the program may be paid 
within 31 days after discharge if 
the veteran received $100 in mus- 
tering out pay; not within 61 days 
if he receives $200 of such pay; 
not within 91 days if eligible for]: 
$300. (This provision is inserted 
because $300 is paid overseas vet- 
erans with more than 90 days 
service; $200 to veterans with 
more than 90 days.service in the 
United States, and $100 to veter- 
ans with less than 90 days ser- 
vice.) : 

The veteran’s Readjustment 
Assistance Act, under which this 
unemployment compensation is 
payable to veterans of Korean 
conflict, provides that veterans 
must serve a one-week waiting]? 
period after their claim has been|: 
filed. They will be eligible for 
compensation in the second week, 
if still unemployed. He must be 
able to work, and available for 
work, If the veteran has benefit 
rights under any state unemploy- 
ment insurance program, or under 
the Railroad Unemployment In- 
surance Act, he must first claim 
such benefits. In Michigan, Kor-|: 
ean veterans’ wage credits in em- 
ployment. cevered by the Michi-|: 
gan Employment Security Act are 
frozen as of the time they entered 
military service. This entitles 
them to state benefits if they had 
previously earned any wage cred- 
its. However, Mr. Smart said, 
many of the Korean veterans have |: 
entered the armed forces without 
having any work experience at 
all. The Federal Act is of par- 
ticular benefit to these young]: 
vets.
